In reply would state that the coin is a genuine one, coined at the Philadelphia 
Mint of the U.S., but has been subjected to the battery or what is known as the “sweating 
process” until it is uncurrent and only worth its bullion value. I return herewith its two halves it 
having been cut in order to ascertain its composition. Eor their benefit will be pleased to hear 
from you still further on this subject.
